For telegrams directed to 
be transmitted by ni(;l:t: Uucler 3,000miles, 
13 cents; for Creator distances, 25 couts. All 
words shall be counted, and for every five 
additional words or loss, ono-liftli additional 
rates shall bo ehai'godr 


Tco bill fixes the following charges for tho 


transmission of special telegrams to news- 
papers and commercial news associations: 
For each 100 words or less, for each circuit of 
1,000 miles, not to exceed 50 cents, if sent at 
night, jmd ?1 during tho day; but ivhoi 
copies of tho samo telegram are dropped 02 
at ono or morj ollicos, tho rate for each ofllco 
shall not exceed M cents at night, and 73 
cents during the day; aud at tho samo pru 
rata rato for each word in excess. 
AVhore 


special telegrams am delivered at tho same 
oHlco for two or more newspapers, 10 cents 
additional shall bo charged for each 100 
words or less for manifolding £01- each news- 
papor reooiviug tho samo. 'Provision is also 
mado for tho issuance ol postol telegraph 
cards o£ dill'oront denominations, which 
may bo deposited in letter boxes to bo dis- 
patched trom;the central offices, aud for tho 
transmission of postal money orders. 


In order to furnish facilities to put the 


proposed system iu operation, tho postmaster 
general is directed to advertise for throe 
mouths in two of tho daily newspapers pub- 
lished in each of the cities of Washington, 
Baltimore, Philadelphia, JTow York, lioston, 
Chicago and St. Louis, for sealed proposals 
from any telegraph company or companies 
now or hereafter incorporated, for tho trans- 
mission of correspondence by telt'graph ac-. 
cording to the provisions of this bill, and to 
contract with the lowest responsible bidder 
or bidders to perform, in whole or in part, 
...u tolegrnph service or services at or within 
thu maximum ratoi boforo mentioned; the 
contractor contract to bo entered into for 
the term of tou years, terminable at tha 
option of congress. 
The bill allown con- 


tracting companies to establish and maintain 
telegraph offices iu addition to those con- 
.templated by the bill. 


Tho postmaster gonoral is also directed to 


adverts for sealed proposals, either to sell 
oxistiog telegraph linos and franchises to the 
government, or to construct four truuk linos 
for the gorernmont, so located as to connect 
the northoaiteru, northwestern, iwostorn"and 
southwestern and southern parts of the 
United States with tiio city of Washington, 
and to report such proposals as are;dcemed 
fair and reasonable to congress at its next 
session, for acceptance or rejection.

The rates to bo chojged under tins system 


are to bo from timo to timo established by a 
board consisting of tho secretary of stato, 
secretary uf the treasury and tho postmaster 
general. Tho working and operation of those 
trunk lines and subsequent extensions are to 
bo under tho charge and direction of the 
postmaster general, and a part of tho post- 
ofllco establishment of the United States.

and lost why woineu should not "vote, but I 
clasirc to say, in tho full'light of a ripe expe- 
rience, that somo of them aro fallacious.

Now, 
those who know mo best will admit that I 
urn not a ladiok' nmu, aud therefore what I 
may say hero is not said to secure favor and 
grateful smiles. I am not attractive aud um 
not iu politics. I boliovo that I am homelier 
this winter than usual. There are reasons 
why I boliovo that what I may say on this 
subject will bo sincere and not sensational or 


It bos be«n urged that good women do not 


properly exorcise the right of suffrage when 
they.have the opportunity, and that only 
those whosii social record has boen tarnisliod 
a Rood deal go to tha polls. This is not truo. 


It is tho truth that a good, full vote always 


shows a list of tho boss woman and tho wives 
of tho bost men. A bright day makos a bot- 
tor showing ot lady voters than a ba:l or.o, 
and the weathur makes a moro porceptibio 
din'oronco in tho female vote than tho male, 
but when things aro eiciting, and tha uattlo 
is red hot, and the toosiu of war sounds 
n:ion, the wifo and mother puts on her armor 
aad uor sealskin sacquo and knocks things 
cross-eyed. 


It is generally supposed that tho female 


voter is a pantaloonatic, a half-horso, haK- 
ulligator kind of a woman, who looks liko 
Dr. Mary Walker, and has tho appearance 
of ono who has risen hastily in tho night ttt 
tho alarm ot fire, and dressed herself 
par- 


tially i:i hor own garments and partially in 
her husband's. This is a popular error. In 
Wyoming, where female suffrago lias raged 
for years, you meet quiet, courteous, and 
gallant gentlemen, and fair, quiet, sensible 
women at tho polls, where thoro isn't a loud 
or profane word, and whcra it is an in- 
finitely moro proper placo to send a young 
lady unescorted 
than to the

in any city (n tho Union. You can readily 
soo why this is so. The men about tho polls 
aro always candidates and thoir friends, 
Thut is tho reason why neither party can af- 
ford to show tho slightest rudeness toward a 
voter. Tho man who on \Yednesday would 
tell her to go and soak hor head, porhaps, 
would stand bareheadod to let hor pass on 
Tuesday. \Vhilo she holds a smashed ballot 
shoved under tho palm of her gray kid glovo 
she may walk over tho candidate's prostrate 
form with impunity and her overshoes if she 
chooses to. 


Weoks and months 
boforo election in 


Wyoming tho party with the longest purse 
subsidizes the most livery stables and car- 
riages. Then on tho eventful day every con- 
veyance available is decorated with a politi- 
cal placard, and driven by a polito young 
man, who is instructed <o itnprovo tho timo. 
Thus ovory woman in Wyoming has a chance 
to ride onco a year at least. Lately, however, 
many prefer to tvalk to tho polls, and they' 
go i-.i pairs, trios, and quartettes, votiog th.ir 
littlo sentiments, and calmly returning to 
Ihoir cookies and crazy quilts, as though poh"- 
lics didn't jar thoir mental pulso foramin- 
uto. 


It is possible, and oven probable, that fl 


man and his wito may disagree on politics as 
they might ou religion. Tho husband may 
beliove in Andrew Jackson and a rolentless 
hell, while his wifa may bo a Stalwart and 
rather liberal on the question of eternal pun- 
ishment. If tho husband manages his wife as 
ho would a clothes-wringer, and .turns her 
through life by a crank, Iw will no doubt 
work her politically, but if she has her own 
ideas about things sho will naturally act on 
them, while tho man who is henpecked in 
other matters till ho can't sw out of hb oyes 
will bo henpecked, no doubt, in tho matter of 
national and local politics. 


These are a few facts ahout tho actual 


workings of fomalo suffrage, and 1 do not 
tacklo tho great question of the ultimate ro- 
.suits upon tho political machinery it woman 
suffrage wore to become general. 
I do not 


protend to say as to that. I know a great 
deal, but I do not know that. There are 
millions of women, no doubt, who are better 
qualified to vote and yet cannot, than mill- 
ions of alleged men who do vote; but no ono 
cun toll now what tho ultimata effect (if a 
chnngo might be. So far as Wyoming is 
concerned tho territory is prosperous and 
happy. I ?oe, also, that a murderer was hung

day. That looks liko tho onward march 
of reform, whether fernalo suffrage had any 
thing to do with it or not. And thoy are 
going to hang another in March, if the 
weather is favorable and executive clum- 
cncy remain* dormant, asl think it will. All 
these tilings look hopeful. 
Wo can't :ell 


what tho territory would have been without 
female suffrages, but wheu they begin to 
hang men by law, instead 0( moonlight, tho 
[uturo begins to brighten up. When you 
have to gel up in tho night to hang a mnn 
every littlo while and don't get any por diem 
for it, you fool as though you were a good 
way from home.

that timffl. The Eockford Gazette says: 
"For the past two weeks the Chicago pa- 
pers havo contained lengthy accounts of 
tho ravages made by the dread complaint 
known as tho foot and month disease. 
At first tho accounts were from western 
par's oJ the country, but gradually the 
epidemic worked east,and reports were ro" 
ceivod ot deaths of stock in the southern 
and central portions ot this state. Noth- 
ing was apprehended of the ravages in 
this immediate section, but during the 
past threo days reports havo been re- 
ceived by the Chief-of-Police of llio sud- 
den deaths of several valuablo bovines. 
Tho last two iu this city to die wero 
those owned by G. A. Sanford, and at the 
seminary. The animal at tho latter placo 
was takoii si ck only a shoi t lime ago and 
it was not known wlmt tho matter wa 
with it. When taken down it was i 
good condition and had during tho wii 
ter received most excellent care. 


Mr, J, Hosnier, a gentleman well ac 


quuinted with cattle diseases, says tl 
disease is the result of insufficient she 
ter, scanty food, etc., when the morcur 
is 20 ilogroeH and mcro below zero. 


There is no remedy; and the animal 


so diseased should bo killed and burie 
at once. Tho disease is not contagious 
unless tho virus bo taken into the sys 
tern. New England had tho same troubl 
in tlio early days of its settlement, from 
insufficient shelter aud care. So also di 
the people of Bock county, Wisconsin 
thirty-live years ago. 
The remedy i 


good shelter, plenty to oat and drink, an 
a good bed, Those who neglect to pro- 
vide n shelter, adorn their fences in th 
spring time with tbeir cattle's hides. 


Any stockman who provides no shelte 


for his stock in th is latitude is as foolis 
as it he were to omit to gather hay, grass 
etc., and must expect disaster. 


It is said tho disease was first .brougk 


to this country in tho clothing of tw 
Scotchmen who came from the old coun 
try where there was an infected herd, 
is to be hoped that means will bo take 
to prevent the spread ot this disease in 
this country.
